The firing of a student tutor in 
October has become a political cause 
which some administrators worry 
could adversely affect Hartnell’s 
recruitment of minorities. 

Since his firing last October, 
Robert Mills, 21, who has contended 
he was dismissed because of. his 
stance on Proposition 14, has: 

-- sought support from both 
on-and off-campus organizations in- 
cluding MEChA (Moviemiento Es- 
tudiantil Chicano de Aztlan), the 
United Farm Workers Union and a 
San Jose State Arab Club. 

-- traveled to Los Angeles to 
recruit Tom Hayden to speak at a 
mass demonstration planned for-this 
last week at Hartnell (Hayden, an 
unsuccessful candidate for the ‘de- 
mocratic nomination for the Califor- 
nia U.S. Senatorial seat, strongly 
supported Proposition 14). "ee 
-- called and met with seven 
students he had. tutored to _enlist 
their support. 
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--met several times with Hartnell 
President Gibb Madsen, Dean of 
Student Personnel ‘Dr. Vic Willits 
and Affirmative Action Officer Hope 
Dominguez. 

-- had a friend call the Vice 
President of the College Board of 
Trustees, Allen Caldeira, to convene 
an emergency board meeting (Cal- 
deira denied thé request, referring 
him-back to Dr. Madsen). 

-- organized with the help of 
MEChA member Carlos Ruiz a 
peaceful demonstration of about 80 
Mexican-Americans who picketed 
the school-last Tuesday morning for 
an hour. Demonstrators handed out 
flyers and carried signs demanding 
that Mills be rehired. 

Mills, who envisions himself as a 
political revolutionary, hopes to have 
65 to 75 students with signs 
picketing the campus each day until 
the next board meeting, Dec. 21, at

In his most famous misunderstood 
quote, taken from a memorandum 
he wrote to President Richard Nixon 
in 1970, he recommended that the 
Nixon administration’s attitude on 
racial issues ‘‘could benefit from a 
period of benign neglect.’’ Many 
Blacks and liberals interpreted his 
words as a sellout. 

Perhaps their reaction was heigh- 
tened by the fact that his memor- 
andum was released two days after 
the firing of Leon Panetta (now 
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Administrators: ‘could hurt recruiting’ . 


Tutor makes political cause of his firing 


Tutees have complained of haras- 
sing telephone calls and fears of 


confrontations on campus. Accord- . 
ing to President Gibb Madsen, there 


are students who are ‘literally 
frightened’’ of the whole thing. 

One result has been that a lot of 
the minority students, including 
some of the Asians, are reluctant to 
go into the center. 

‘‘What really aggravates me is the 
total impact this could have on 
recruitment and retention of Mex- 
ican-American students,’’ said Jose 
Madrigal, special student services 
director. 


What worries Madrigal is the

Vets could owe government back payments 


A Veterans Administration ruling 
made Dec. 1 could mean that 
students on the G.I. bill who drop 
classes without VA. approval could 
owe the government back payments. 

In addition, if the student wants to 
re-register for classes the following 
semester, he will have to go to San 
Jose or San. Francisco: for VA 
counseling first. 

The ruling states that, if a veteran 
voluntarily withdraws from all cour- 
ses attempted in a term, without 
good reason, he must be considered 
as making unsatisfactory progress. 

The term ‘‘without good reason,’’ 


if interpreted literally by the VA,, 
means any withdrawal other than for 
accident, illness or a death in the 
family. 


No longer will the VA _ base 
payment on progress or attendance 
by the student but on pursuit. 
_According to Veteran’s Affairs Coun- 
selor Jim Collier this could affect not 
only those students who withdraw 
completely, but also students who 
drop only part of their classes which 
then changes their status from 
full-time to part-time student. 

These. students whose payment

status changed-could owe the VA the 
overpayments paid to them. 


In a Veteran’s Newsletter which’ 
will be mailed later this month, 
Counselor Jim 
Collier wrote: 

“This could be a stunning blow, 
for example, to the literally thous- 
ands of student-veterans in the state 


who are employed and whose shift 
changes from day 
leaving them helpless to modify their 
school schedules and therefore mak- 
ing them subject to withdrawal and 
its consequences.”’

_ Tutor’s dismissal ‘unjust act’

| have very strong feelings that my dismissal as 
a tutor was a very unjust act. From my viewpoint, 
it seems that the only action that has been taken 
has been lip-service. This letter is to express my 
concern as to what has been taking place. 

On October 28th, | had received a notice from 
Tina Geren, the tutorial center assistant 
coordinator informing me that my hours had 
been dropped from 10 hours to 0 hours. This acton 
was taken on the basis that | had not fulfilled my 
duties as being a tutor. But | do have witnesses 
who can testify that the above is not true. On this 
basis | had taken further action by questioning the 
action taken against me. st 

_ Soon November 4th, | had arranged a meeting - 
with Maria Standley, the tutorial coordinator. And 
at this meeting we had decided upon having a 
hearing with each of my witnesses individually. 

On November 9th and 10th, they had seen my- 
witnesses and were not satisfied with what they . 
had said and then decided to stick with the 
original charge and not discuss it any further. 

From where | stand, the basis for my dismissal 

_ is very shaky. It is my contention that in a very 
subtle fashion | have been discriminated against. 
The basis for this belief lies in the fact that the 
coordinator does not want to discuss it any longer 
and that Dr. Willits on Nov.:29th made the 
statement that | had better stop and decease 
because of the seriousness of the situtation. 

Dr. Madsen, the president of thé college has 
made a statement that he would do something 


at Hartnell that gives students the 
right to a public hearing or a review 
by their peers. According to Dr. 
Willits, Affirmative Action Officer 
Hope Dominguez is now working on 
a student grtevance policy, but only 
as it pertains to students with 
complaints concerning sex discrim- 
ination. 

For two years, Dr. Willits has 
been trying to get approval on a 
grievance policy, but it has met with 
resistance from some faculty mem- 


about the situation but yet there isn’t any visible 
evidence that anything has been done. — 

For over a month | have made attempts to 
negotiate with the college but at each attempt | 
have met.only opposition and not any signs of 
cooperativeness. 

This situation can potentially happen to any of 
the employees on this campus unless something is 
done to correct it. 

| urge all of the employees of Hartnell College 
and the students to help support me, so that the 
potential danger of discharge can end as far as 
discriminatory practices are concerned. 

If the college’s policy of hiring and firing are 
based upon personal opinions and attitudes 
instead of ability and need, then it is time that 
changes take place within those policies. 

The policies of this college should conform to 
the California Labor Law, and the National Labor 
Relations Act, and it is apparent to me otherwise. 

In chapter 5 of the California labor Code, it is 
stated that no employer may adopt or enforce any 
policies which could or.will interfere with the | 
employees’ right to be involved in politics and that 
includes the threat of discharge or discharge? 
itself. And | was discharged at the time of the 
campaign for Prop. 14. “ 

In the National Labor Relations Act, it is stated 
that no employer may interfere-with union 
activities. And Prop. 14 was a union activity and | 
was working for the U.F.W. at the time. The law 
states that interference constitues the threat of 
discharge. Se 

Hence on this basis I feel that | have suffered an 
injusticenot so much the fact that.1 was 
discharged but on the fact that they have refused 
to reinstate me even though both the Labor 
code and Labor Acts states that if an employer has 
violated the law they must reinstate the employee.

Smoke curled out from under the door into the 
empty hall. Campus policeman Erick Begun was 
on duty, and he heard the alarm. Racing down the 
hall, he grabbed a fire extinguisher and kicked 
open the door. : 

Heavy, thick smoke choked him as he stood in 
the doorway and the heat was so bad that he had 
to get out. Right behind him, not even 30 seconds 
away, was the Salinas Fire Department. 

“We do a lot more than give out tickets,’’ says 
Campus Police Supervisor Tom Collins. ‘‘People 
don’t even realize how much we really do.’’ 

Their main duty is to patrol the parking lot, 
but they also keep an eye on the campus. It-is-a 
job, and they are paid for it. It is also a class 
requirement, for all the cops are taking 
administratiion of justice classes. 

They patrol the grounds for any unwary visitors, 
and they are frequently seen milling around the 
roof of Merrill Hall, getting a bird’s eye view. of 
the ‘‘action.’’ 

“Things are pretty boring here, especially at 
night when there’s no one around,’’ says guard 
Lester Robinson. 

Using such surveilance methods as infra-red 


ASB heads may vacate offices soon, 
may force another special election 


Hartnell “may soon be without an Associated 
Student Body (ASB) president or vice president if 
the plans of these officers materialize. 

ASB President Debra Baucom - and. Vice 
President Allen Scettrini have applied to four year 
colleges, Miss Baucom to Golden Gate University 
and Scettrini to the University of California at 
Santa-Cruz. 3g 

Replacement procedures are now being consid- 
ered by the Commission. The constitution permits 
the president to be replaced by the vice president 
in the case of a vacancy. The vice presidency is 
then to be filled from the elected officers of the 
ASB Commission. 

However because of resignations, all persons 
holding ASB elected offices have been appointed 
by the Commission. The question now is whether 
the Commission may appoint its own president 
or whether a special election is needed. 

Dr. Victor Willits, dean of student personnel, 
feels there is ‘‘no need for a special election at this 
time.’’ Dr. Willits’ interpretation of the constitu- 
tion is that anyone designated an elected officer, 
even though he was appointed, is eligible to fill 
these offices. He indicated this at the Nov. 2 
meeting when Miss Baucom first mentioned the 


possibility of the two vacancies. 

Dr. Willits feels it would be best for the ASB if 
the new officers were already members of the 
Commission and understood its procedures. 

Dr. Willits referred back to last year when the 
vice president resigned because he failed to meet 
the academic qualifications of that office. The new 
vice president was selected. from the elected 
officers even though he had been appointed: 

Miss Baucom, however, would like to. see her 
replacement elected by the students if both she 
and Scettrini resign. She says a clause of the 
constitution specifies an election to be held, since 
none of the elected officers have actually been 
elected. . 

“That’s. what we had planned on doing. The 
only reason | changed my mind was because of Dr. 
Willits,’’ says Miss Baucom. 

Paul De Lay, legal counsel for Hartnell, also 
indicated that although someone could be 
appointed to fill one of the elected offices, he 
would not be eligible for filling the office of 
president or vice president. 

Further discussion of the issue by the 
Commission is pending the acceptance of Miss 
Baucom and Scettrini by the four-year colleges. 


Thefts cause art exhibit removal 


The theft of three orange crate labels which had 
“‘more educational value than monetary value,’’ 
according to Gary Smith, art-gallery director, has 
forced an early removal of the exhibit. 

The three labels, valued at about $200 
were stolen at.separate times during the nine days 
the show was on display. Following the first two 
thefts in which the frames were broken and the 
plastic clips removed, a campus security guard 
was placed on duty. During a brief absence of the 
guard, the third label was stolen. Hartnell will 
reimburse the collectors for their loss, although 
only one of the labels is replaceable. 

Coming from San Francisco, the exhibit 
reflected the development of American taste, the 
history of California and the evolution of the 
California citrus industry. 

The exhibit established a correlation between 
the. roles. of San Francisco lithographers and 
artists in the creation of the. myth of California — 
the land of plenty. It. also showed the changes that 
label designs and printing processes underwent in 
the late 1800s and early 1900s. 


For Dr. Gibb Madsen, president of Hartnell . 


College,. the display. brought . back...childhood 


memories. ‘‘In the snow country, it was my job to 
get the kindling for the fire. | remember cutting 
many of the crates with a hatchet, pulling.off the 
label and sticking it on the wall and thinking how 
beautiful California was where they could: grow 
oranges.”’ :

As a matter of fact, | usually scare 
anyone away -- when they see my uniform and 
who | am, that is.’’ 

If the campus cops see any problems or crimes 
in progress, they: call the Salinas Police. There 
have been such occasions before, like the time 
they saw some suspicious people milling around 
the school after hours. As it turned out, it was 
some kids spoiling for a fight, and they left. 

They carry no weapons, but they do have 
walkie-talkies with direct connections with the 
police. 

The students seem to accept the campus cops 
pretty well. ‘‘For some reason, the Salinas Police 
seem to be very unpopular here,’’ Jerry Singley 
noted. 

As far as problems with the students go, there 
isn’t a real problem. 

Except, Lester Robinson said, ‘‘There’s more 
apathy had anything else -- as long as nobody 
breaks into their car and steals their CB.”’

“What did you find?’’ my boss asked when | 
walked into work _the first Monday ot the 
campaign. 

. ‘Jesus Christ,’” | replied with all the courage ! 
could muster. 

“'Oh’’ he shot back. He mumbled something 
else about how the button | was wearing (which 
said ‘‘I found it!’’) was an unusual way to get the 
message across. End of conversation. 

The phrase ‘‘! found it!’’. has been tickling 
people’s curiosity for a month. 

They’ve seen it on bumper stickers, buttons, 
billboards, television and newspaper ads.

Varied classes offered for Spring ‘77 


Despite curtailment of some classes, sixteen 
new experimental courses are scheduled for the 
spring semester.

Panetta here, seeks Ag appointment 


Congressman-elect Leon Panetta announced at 
Hartnell Nov. 24 that he will see Congressional 
positions on either the Agriculture, Interior, 
‘Aging or Armed Forces.committees. 


Speaking before a political science class, 
Panetta said he has gotten indications of support 
in his bid for. a position on the Agricultural 
Committee, although it is unknown whether there 
is a vacancy. 

Between now and Jan. 3rd, Panetta said he 
would be concerned with hiring an office staff.

One of his first priorities is the setting up of 
regional offices in Salinas, Monterey, Santa Cruz, 
Hollister and San Luis Obispo. These offices will 
function in addition to his office in Washington 
D.C. The purpose of the regional offices would be 
to handle complaints about Social Security, 
Veteran’s benefits and other related problems.

When Hartnell student Roy. Bell 
brought his fleet of sailing ships to 
Salinas he decided the best place to 
_ dock them was. in his living room. 

Luckily, he won’t need to knock 
out any walls in his house: — as his 
ships are only miniature replicas 
built in lightbulbs and bottles. ; 

‘1 guess the thing that got me 
started on collecting ships in bottles 
was when my grandfather died and 
left me one he had made for my 
mother,’’ says Bell. ‘’l was about 
seven years old and have been 
collecting them ever since.’ 


Described by Bell as a lost art 
form, the construction of these little 
ships takes a lot of time and 
patience. From the bottle to the ship 
and ts surroundings much care is 
taken to give it authenticity. 


“Everything from the small 
iouses. styled after the sailor’s 
homeland to the nation’s flag under 
which he sailed were made in detail 
to help explain the sailor himself,’ 
explains Bell. ‘Often this helps the 
collector establish where and in what 
time the ship was made.” 


After cleaning the bottle, . the 
sailor poured into it boiled putty 
mixed with linseed oil to form a base 
for the ship

With the masts folded, the 
sailor slides the ship through the 
neck onto the hot :putty and then 
pulls on a set of strings which raises 
the mast and sets the sails in place. 

“If you look close at these- ships 
you can see where the strings go into 
the putty.’’

place the sailor sealed the bottle with 

a wet cork that swells when dry.

‘Repair cost’ may exceed new cost 
for Hartnell’s 6-year-old track 


The six-year-old Hartnell track which 
originally cost $160,000 to install is falling 
apart so fast it may. have to be replaced 
next year for an estimated $165,000. 

Athletic Director Bob Kelley says, not 
only should the track have been replaced 
this year, it could become hazardous to 
the runners, especially ‘‘with spikes on.’’ 

But, because of poor — weather 
conditions and lack of time and money, 
the track can’t be replaced this year. So 
Kelley. hopes to get by this season by 
spending less than $4,000 to repair it. He 
adds, though, “It won't be a fast track.’’ 

“We will have to watch it very closely. 
A person could get injured.’ 

The asphalt-based track has a rubber 
ensolite covering which has worn so thin 
in places that runrers are having to dodge 
patches and, in the case of the inner 

lane, run directly on asphalt. 


The college is faced with several 
alternatives: 1) change to a Chevron track 
which is more durable, has a three year

repair but costs close to $165,000 to 
install; 2) reconstruct the asphalt based 
track by removing the old asphalt and 
paving it again at an estimated cost of 
$60,000 or 3) continue to patch up the 
track at a cost of $8,000 to $24,000 which 
would have to be repeated almost every 
year. 

Paul Petersen, Hartnell’s business 
manager, suggests that the track be 
reconstructed with the Chevron material 


because it will last longer... 


Petersen also feels that a slight patch 
job should be done this year along with 
constructing the pole vaulting runway 
with the Chevron material. 


From there, he feels that it would be 
profitable to get more expert opinions on 
the Chevron track before any further 
construction takes place. 

Petersen hopes to see the new Chevron 
track ednstruction underway by early 
1978.

She made the Junior team. ‘’We 
flew to New York for practicing for 
the meet in Russia, and it was a 
mind-blower; being born and raised 
in King City, going to Salinas was 
the big time.’’ 

Then everything turned rotten. 

‘Being a jumper, | needed the pits 
to jump. there were no pits at C.W. 
Post, and here | was with a week to 
go to face the Russians. There 
wasn’t much | could do.’’ 

The Junior Olympics gave her a 
taste of top-level competition. 


‘“Standing there, with the Ameri- 

can anthem being played, made me 
proud to be an American.’ 
““In. Moscow, the Russians were 
weird. They gave us practically no 
time to practice, and they made 
things really hard for us. Even our 
hotel rooms were bugged!’’
